Under the Intermediate Education ( Ireland ) Act, 1914, as to 
the Application of the Teachers’ Salaries Grant.

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 


May it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Intermediate Education (Ireland), submit 
to your Excellency this our Report under Rule 4 of the Teachers’ 
Salaries Grant Rules, 1915. 

The sum of £40,000 was lodged to the credit of the Board in Sep- 
tember, 1914. Of this sum, £39,970 was distributed to the schools in 
March, 1915, in accordance with the provisions of Rule 2 of the above 
Rules. The sum of £30, in accordance with the provisions of a Treasury 
letter dated 27th February, 1915, was allocated to defray expenses 
incurred in the then financial year in the discharge of the additional 
duties imposed upon the Board under the Intermediate Education 
(Ireland) Act, 1914. 

The schools were requested by the Board to furnish them, under the 
provisions of Rule 4, with the information necessary to enable the Board 
to submit to His Excellency the report required from them by that Rule. 

The Board fixed June 15th as the last day for receiving returns from 
the schools. As on the expiration of that period about forty schools had 
not yet furnished the returns, the date was extended to July 10th as sug- 
gested in a letter from the Under-Secretary dated June 22nd, 1915. All 
schools, except seven which have ceased to exist since the grant was 
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earned, have now furnished the returns, and the following is a summary 
of the information contained in them : — 

(1) . The total number of Intermediate Schools is 337.* 

(2) . The total number of Intermediate pupils, as defined by 1 (1) (a) 
and (b) of the Teachers’ Salaries Grant Rules, 29th January, 1915, is 17 ,470. 

(3) . Of the above, 211 schools with 11,994 pupils are under Roman 
Catholic management, and 126 with 5,476 pupils are under non-Roman 
Catholic management. 

(4) . In the former (Roman Catholic) class the number of duly qualified 
lay teachers is 46. 

(5) . In those not under Roman Catholic management the number of 
duly qualified lay teachers is 237. 

(6) . There are also 4 Roman Catholic laymen heads of schools who 
are owners of their schools, and receive the profits (if any) from them. 

(7) . There are also 51 non-Roman Catholic laymen heads of schools 
who are owners of their schools, and receive the profits (if any) from them. 

(8) ( a ) In the schools under Roman Catholic management there are 
414 lay teachers who do not fulfil the conditions as to salary, tenure, &c., 
laid down in the Rules. 

(b) Of this number 291 satisfy the conditions as regards number of 
hours per week, and have been engaged in teaching for two years, or are 
graduates of a university, but do not fulfil the two other conditions. 

(9) . (a) In the schools not under Roman Catholic management there 
are 416 lay teachers who do not fulfil the conditions, as to salary, tenure, 
&c., laid down in the Rules. 

(6) Of this number 266 satisfy the conditions as regards number of 
hours per week, and have been engaged in teaching for two years, or are 
graduates of a university, but do not fulfil the two other conditions. 

(10). Of those included in paragraph 8 (a) there are 39 lay teachers in 
schools under Roman Catholic management who fulfil all the conditions 
except that with regard to contracts. 

* This number, in accordance with the Under Secretary’s letter of the 24th Api il, 
1915, No. 6635, includes: — 

(а) Five schools formerly on the Board’s list, but which, for one reason or another, 

earned no grant last year, and, therefore, got no share of the Teachers’ Salaries Grant , 
of these, 3 schools with 41 pupils and no duly qualified lay teachers are under Roman 
Catholic management ; and 2 schools with 30 pupils and no duly qualified lay teachers 
are not under Roman Catholic management ; . . 

(б) Nine schools which were not under the Board during the school year 1 J13-14- 
Of these, 5 schools with 104 pupils and no duly qualified lay teachers are under Roman 
Catholic management ; and 4 schools with 38 pupils and one duly qualified lay teacJiei 
are not under Roman Catholic management. 
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(11) . Of those included in paragraph 9 (a) there are 3 lay teachers in 
schools not under Roman Catholic management who fulfil all the conditions 
except that with regard to contracts. 

(12) . Of those included in paragraph 8 (a) there are 2 lay teachers in 
schools under Roman Catholic management who have received 
the minimum salary, but their contract is for a lower amount. 

(13) . Of those included in paragraph 9 (a) there are 16 lay teachers in 
schools not under Roman Catholic management who have received the 
minimum salary but their contract is for a lower amount.
